ALBANY — The City of 
Albany will receive a 
$298,958.91 allocation of 
State ‘‘surplus money” as 
its share of the $686 million 
to be distributed to the 416 
cities and 58 counties of 
California during 1978-79 to 
replace part of the property 
tax revenues which will be 
lost under Proposition 13.

The allocations are based 
on a formula prescribed in 
law for distributing the 
State surplus to the local 
governments, — State 
Controller Ken Cory said. 
The $686 million is about 27

The preliminary results 
of a Cal-Tax review of local 
overnment fiscal activity 
ollowing the passage of 
Proposition 13 reveal three 
trends: 

(1). Local governments 
are relying increasingly on 
fees, permit charges, and 
other local taxes to offset 
property tax revenue los- 
ses, but to a much lesser ex- 
tent than many public offi- 
cials had predicted prior to 
the June election. 

(2) Many local jurisdic- 
tions appear tohave madea 
good start toward cutting 
costs and reducing ongoing 
expenditures. 

(3) Budget-making and 
financial planning is con- 
fused throughout local gov- 
ernment because of the un- 
certainty surrounding state 
and local financial condi- 
tions. 

“The pattern of post- 
Proposition 13 local tax ac- 
tivity is mixed,” said Cal- 
Tax executive Kirk West. 
“It belies both pre-election 
warnings of meat-axe 
cost-cutting on one hand 
and massive local tax in- 
creases on the other.” 

West said the pasion 
could change markedly if 
the state fails to continue its 
local government bail-out 
program at something near 
the $4 billion level estab- 
lished in 1978-79. ‘‘The fee 
bomb apparently has fiz- 
zled for now, but that’s not 
to say it can’t be rearmed 
next year.’ 

With over half of the 
state’s cities and counties 
reporting, along with a 
smaller portion of school 
districts and special dis- 
tricts, it appeared in late 
August that local govern- 
ment fee and tax increases 
in 1978-79 would come to 
substantially less than $100

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In property taxes which the 
cities and counties reported 
they collected during 
1977-78. 

“The individual 
allocations are estimates 
based on unverified 
information submitted by 
the cities and counties’, 
Cory said. ‘‘Adjustments 
will be made as necessary 
during the three-part 
distribution to correct 
reporting errors and make 
allowance for several 
variations permitted under 
the law.” 

Cory said that the 
allocations could be 
changed because of the 
amount of general fund 
reserves held by a city or 
county, the status of several 
welfare programs operated 
by the counties, enactment 
of new laws now before the 
Legislature, and litigation 
pending over application of 
the law to unsecured 
property taxes. 

“Also, any city or county 
iving a cost-of-living raise 
or 1978-79 is denied access 

to its allocation of surplus 
funds,” Cory said. 

A total of $250 million has 
been allocated to the cities 
against reported 1977-78 
property tax collections of 
$652.4 million. The counties 
have been allocated $436 
million against 1977-78-tax 
collections of $1.9 billion. 

The cities and counties 
will receive 33 percent of 
their allocations during 
September. Another 33 
percent will be sent to them 
on December 10 and the 
final 34 percent on May 10, 
1979.

million, offsetting a 1978-79 
estimated revenue shortfall 
of $3 billion by less than 3%. 
(Late estimates have re- 
vised the $3 billion figure 
sharply downward due to 
several unforeseen factors 
which have increased an- 
ticipated 1978-79 property 
tax revenues.) 

Of California's 414 cities, 
223 had responded to a sur- 
vey questionnaire; of those 
respondents, 111 had made 
revenue-generating fee or 
tax changes. 

Of the state's 58 counties, 
30 respondents had re- 
ported and nine had made 
revenue-generating 
changes. 

Construction industry- 
related fee impositions and 
increases appear to account 
for a significant part of 
overall increases, followed 
by business license taxes 
and utility users taxes. 
Park and recreation fees 
appear to be the most popu- 
lar new source of revenue, 
survey results indicate. 

In addition, several 
cities, including Berkeley 
and San Francisco, ap- 
proved 
occupation-oriented taxes 


significant 


during the interim between 
the June 6 primary election 
and the July 1 effective date 
of Proposition 13, but post- 
poned enactment of the new 
tax until a later date in 
1978-79. 

Under Proposition 13, no 
new local taxes—as distin- 
guished from fees—can be 
imposed without a two- 
thirds vote of local voters. 

With some exception, 
many of the cities and coun- 
ties which had hurried to 
propose new local taxes and 
user fees in June did not 
enact them once it became 
apparent the state surplus 
was going to be distributed 
at the local level. 

But, while tax and fee in- 
creases at the local level 
have not become the 
statewide phenomenon 
which many officials had 
warned of, concentrations 
of new tax and fee burdens 
in some localities have been 
heavy. One city, for exam- 
ple, has enacted a construc- 
tion exercise tax, a prop- 
erty transfer tax, a major 
increase in building permit 
charges, and an average 
250% increase in fees re- 
lated to zoning changes and 
variances.

Carl Smith has announced a 
campaign to immunize all 
children against childhood 
diseases, 

In conjunction with a na- 
tional immunization initia- 
tive being conducted by the 
U.S, Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare, 
Gov, Brown signed new 
immunization legislation 
last September. 

The new legislation, SB 
942, requires all children 48 
and under to be adequately 
immunized against polio, 
measles, diphtheria, 
tetanus and whooping 
cough, 


Immunizations for 
mumps and rubella 
(three-day measles) are not 
required but highly re- 
commended, Dr, Smith 
said. 


In accordance with the 
law, all children should be 
immunized prior to entr- 
ance to a school, kindergar 
ten through twelfth grade, 

‘Many people think these 
diseases faye been elimi- 


nated,’’ Dr. Smith said, 
“They have not.”’ 

Another misconception is 
the belief that such diseases 
as measles, rubella and 
mumps are not serious, "To 
remain unvaccinated is a 
serious and unnecessary 
risk that a child should not 
have to face,” he said. 

‘Parents should start 
their newborn children on a 
schedule of immunizations 
beginning at two months of 
age and continuing until the 
child is fully protected,” 
Dr. Smith said,

Children from families whose income is at or below 
the levels shown are eligible for free meals or reduced 
price meals. An extra ¥% pint of free milk is available to 
thdse who are eligible for free meals. 


In addition, families not meeting these criteria but 
with other unusual expenses due to unusually high medi- 
cal expenses, shelter costs in excess of 30 percent of in- 
come, special education expenses due to the mental or 
physical condition of a child, and disaster of casualty los- 
ses are urged to apply. 


Application forms are being sent to all.homes in a 
letter to parents.

An additional statement is added to warn that the 
application is being made in connection with the receipt 
of federal funds, that school officials may, for cause, ver- 
ify the information in the application, and that deliberate 
misrepresentation of information may subject the 
applicant to prosecution under applicable state and crim- 
inal statutes. Applications may be submitted at any time 
during the year. 


In certain cases foster children are also eligible for 
these benefits. If a family has foster children living with 
them and wishes to apply for such meals and milk for 
them, the family should contact the school. 


Under the provisions of the policy Fike will review 
applications and determine eligibility. If parents are dis- 
satisfied with the ruling of the official, they may wish to 
discuss the decision with the determining official on an 
informal basis.

Gas rises 
half-cent. 
in August 


SAN FRANCISCO — The 
cost of gasoline in Califor- 
nia and Nevada continued 
to climb during August, but 
at a somewhat slackened 
pace from previous months. 

According to the Califor- 
nia State Automobile As- 
sociation’s (AAA) most re- 
cent survey of major 
brands, prices rose about 
half a cent during the past 
month. 

Travelers on the road 
over the Labor Day Holiday 
paid 7%% more for gasoline 
than over the same holiday 
last year and just over 9% 
above what was paid during 
the like period of 1976. 

Regular grades currently 
sell at an average of 72.3¢ 
(up from 71.9¢ in July) at 
full-service stations and 67¢ 
(up from 66.4¢ in July) at 
“‘mini-service’’ and self- 
service outlets. 

The average price of 
premium grades at full- 
service stations is 77.8¢ (up 
from 77¢ in July) and 74.3¢ 
(up from 73.6¢ in July) at 
“gas only” islands. 

Clear (unleaded) fuel is 
selling at 75.5¢ and 71.9¢ (up 
from 75.1¢ and 71.1¢ in 
July) at full-service and 
“mini” service pumps, re- 
spectively. 

The cost of diesel automo- 
tive fuel has remained 
steady at between 60¢ and 
70¢ a gallon, and LPG 
(liquid propane gas) au- 
tomotive fuel is unchanged 
at between 50¢ and 60¢ a 
gallon. 

Highest prices are near 
Sierra-Nevada resort 
areas, including Yosemite, 
where prices in the high 
seventies for regular 
grades, and over 80¢ for 
premium and unleaded gas 
are not uncommon. 

A spot survey of Southern 
California, with emphasis 
on the Los Angeles and San 
Diego areas, revealed 
prices fractionally lower 
than in the Central Valle: 
and Northern California, al- 
though lowest prices were 
noted in the greater San 
Francisco Bay Area, par- 
ticularly in the East Bay 
between Oakland and San 
Jose. Prices tended to be on 
the high side north of the 
Bay Area and the 
Sacramento-Stockton com- 
plex to the Oregon border. 

Nevada gasoline prices 
averaged one-half cent to a 
penny below that charged 
in California. 

Price variances between 
dealerships of up to 10¢ a 

, gallon are not unusual, and 

ess familiar brands — 
those not nationally or reg- 
ionally advertised — fre- 
quently offer prices from 5¢ 
to 10¢ below the better- 
known labels.

With the present informa- 
tion I have, I would favor 
flouridation, but we should 
consider whether any new 
studies can provide us with 
more facts which could 
change the picture.

the ballot place.” 

Pondu-renga Das: "I op- 
pose flouridation and was a 
member of the Safe Water 
Coalition, which circulated 
the petitions. We must end 
scatter-shot flouridation. 
Regardless of whether or 
not flouride is good for chil- 
dren’s teeth, it is ecologi- 
cally irresponsible to put 
7,000 pounds per day into 
the environment. Only a 
few ounces of this actually 
gets to the children.” 

The three candidates 
have also expressed views 
on proposals for eliminat- 
ing reduced rates for de- 
velopers and reduced rates 
for large users and indi- 
vidual users located on 
hills.
